TROLLEY CAR CANNOT 
CHANGE ITS COURSE 


Dangerous Fraot cc io Follow 
Street Cars Too Closely— 
Keep Twelve Feet Away.

Accidents in which automobiles fig­ 
ure with trolley cars ure not the most 
uncommon on the list and there are 
several little points that if followed by 
the auto driver will lessen such acci­ 
dents. One of the principal things to 
keep in mind is that a trolley car 
runs on tracks and consequently can­ 
not change its course, so that It Is up 
to the motor car pilot to watch out 
for trolleys, rather than for the motor­ 
man to watch out for automobiles. 
Every 
day 
we 
see 
automobiles 
closely following street cars on the 
rails. This is a very dangerous prac­ 
tice, for the auto driver has no means 
of knowing wh$t Instant the motor­ 
man may jam on his brakes, and iii 
such a case it Is almost impossible to 
avoid a collision. Then there is the 
auto driver who fails to take Into 
consideration the 
fact that trolley 
cars are likely to turn off at corners 
where tracks intersect, and thus at 
times 
the 
motorist 
finds 
himself 
Jammed between the trolley and the 
curb. Also the driver often fails to 
figure that when a street car turns 
away from him on a curve the rear 
end Is bound to swing out several feet 
beyond the tracks. 
To be safe a driver should always 
stop his auto at least twelve feet be­ 
hind a standing street car, and in no 
case 
should 
he 
take 
dangerous

The use of soy beans to replace 
alfalfa In lamb feeding was given a 
trial during the past winter at the Illi­ 
nois station. 
Results obtained from 
a ration of corn and soy bean hay 
were practically as good as from the 
standard ration of corn and alfalfa j 
hay. When whole or ground soy beans; 
^wlth soy bean straw were fed in place 
•of the hay, the results were less satis- 
* factory, the gains being lower and the j 
feed consumption higher. 
The two lots fed alfalfa hay and) 
.soy bean hay gained at the rate of s 
third of a pound per head per day. 
on the basis of feed requirements for 
HK) pounds of gain, the alfalfa-fed 
Iambs ate six pounds less com but six 
pounds more hay than those fed soy 
bean hay. 
This showing would indi­ 
cate thnt soy bean bay of good qual­ 
ity makes a very acceptable substi­ 
tute for alfalfa.
